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From Our Neighbors 
VACATION RENTAL DISCUSSION: 
TWO POINTS OF VIEW

Have you ever stayed in a mini-hotel? We have at least 
18 of them in Surf Pines, most of them sleeping 13-16 
people. Mini-hotel is the word that is trending to describe 
these residential money-makers that are putting a whole 
gaggle of folks into a 2 to 4-bedroom home that used to 
house a couple or a family. 


In the last year especially this has become problematic in 
Surf Pines for neighbors who unfortunately own a home 
right next to one of these short-term vacation rental 
businesses. These homes have created increased noise 
at all hours, increased traffic-- up to 100 cars a day in 

the summer, strangers coming and going, garbage from 
those guests put into residents’ garbage cans, public 
drunkenness, dogs running loose chasing elk and deer, 
wear and tear on roads and gates, extra need for security, 
and overly intense yard lighting. 


One short-term vacation rental advertises on the Internet 
that the house Is located in the “quiet and serene gated 
community of Surf Pines.” 


A group of concerned residents, who live here to enjoy 
that serenity, has taken this matter to the Board for 
resolution and has received little or no support. We feel 
that this is a neighborhood of residential homes, and 

that mini-hotels belong in business districts, close to 
services. We want to see enforceable policies put in place 
governing short-term vacation rentals, and we want to see 
limits put on how many are allowed in Surf Pines in order 
to maintain the residential quality we all enjoy. 


The opposition, so far, has come from current landlords 
owning short-term vacation rentals in our community. | 
believe we have made it clear in our Mission Statement 
that we are against any new short-term vacation rentals, 
and have never expressed interest in shutting down 
current businesses. 


Your input and ideas are welcome and will be considered 
to achieve our goal of creating and maintaining our 
community of Surf Pines as a beautiful area where we 
can experience the ocean, the ever-present wildlife, and a 
serene setting. 


The heritage of the Pacific Northwest 
is right in our own yards.

Kirsten and | are one of nineteen Surf Pines residents who 
occasionally rent their homes as a vacation rental. There 
is currently heated discussion about vacation rentals and | 
wanted to let you know our story. 


Kirsten and | have been renting our house in Surf Pines for 
over 10 years. When | bought the property | fully intended 
it to be a vacation rental. | love Surf Pines with all of the 
wildlife and its very quiet setting. However, | live next door 
to my wife’s mother and her husband who both need our 
helo. Otherwise, we would be full time residents. Someday 
I’m sure we will. 


In the 10 plus years that | have rented our house | have 
never had a complaint from any neighbor. My neighbor 
to the south has been a great ally and we help each 
other with anything that comes up. He stands with me 
on almost any issue. My neighbor to the north is the third 
owner who has been there. They are very nice people 
and it’s a family house shared by many. They have shown 
an interest in vacation renting their house also. It is a way 
that many people can maintain their homes and pay their 
taxes. 


As for myself, this is my only income. | was self-employed 
my whole life so there is no Social Security for me. | am 68 
years old and not likely to start a new career. | guess some 
people are worried about noise and traffic, but I’m worried 
about taxes, insurance, and taking care of my mother-in- 
law who is 90 and her husband who has no legs. | believe 
that other vacation rental owners have family matters, 
health issues, and businesses that keep them from being 
full-time residents. 


Vacation rentals pay a lot of taxes to your county. Room 
taxes and property taxes represent most of the revenue 
for the county and the state. As a homeowner, my 
property taxes are far less than as a vacation rental owner. 
| have to pay both. 


As far as vacation rentals tearing down our community 
spirit, | believe the process of attacking your neighbors for 
your own interest does much more harm. Putting names 
to each side of this issue hurts our community in ways 
that will never be healed. 


SO many people have stayed at my house and they have 
experienced and written the most unbelievable reviews. 
They have had weddings, honeymoons, family reunions, 
and spreading of their love one’s ashes there. The first 
firemen on the dune fire last summer came from my 
house. They were on vacation and saw it, and fought 

it from the beginning. Many people return every year. It 
would be a tragedy and very selfish to take that away.

Surf Pines “on the lighter side” 


It looks like summer may have finally finished. The Roads 
and Grounds Committee has asked a local vendor to 
provide street sweeping to remove the pine needles from 
the streets and side apron and that has been completed. 
Vendors will be emailed a scope of work for the removal 

of trees that have become hazardous to the community; 
we have marked them with yellow caution tape. Vendors 
will be bidding on this and their response will be forwarded 
to the board for approval. Work will commence in late fall 
2017. 


The street paving was paved and Is now in the inspection 
and acceptance phase. In fiscal year 2017-2018 no 
paving will be done but a survey will occur on a portion of 
Manion Drive.
